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SHIP LIQUOR GHIRGE 
SURPRISE TO OFFICIL 


Standing Orders Prohibiting 
Sale on U. S. Vessels 
Are Reiterated. 


INVESTIGATION IS BEGUN 


(By the Associated Press. ) 

Shipping Board officials yesterday 
expressed surprise over charges 
that liquor was being sold on gov- 
ernment vessels, as an inquiry by 
Federal agents got underway in New 
York. 

No charges other than the public 
statement by W. H. Stayton, na- 
tional chairman of the Association 
Against» the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, have been received here, but 
it was said the field forces of the 
Department of Justice and prohi- 
bition unit in New York had started 
an investigation to establish wheth- 
er liquor was being sold on Ameri- 
can ships. 

At the Shipping Board it was re- 
iterated there were standing orders 
prohibiting sale of liquor on gov- 
erninent vessels anywhere, and no 
violation of these had been reported. 

Frank Dow, acting chief of the 
prohibition and customs services, 
said special squads of dry agents 
were constantly inspecting incom- 
ing and outgoing ships. There is 
no intention, however, he added, of 
sending agents on all government 
vessels to determine whether liquor 
is sold. The conduct of a.ship's crew 
at sea is in the hands of the captain 
who, he said, was responsible. 

Several seizures of liquor from 
members of crews has been made, 
Dow said, and in all instances, he 
declared, the Shipping Board has 
cooperated in the prosecution of the 
offenders. 

Although seizures. have 
made, Dow explained that it was 
almost impossible to confiscate a 
ship, as is possible under the law, 
because it was necessary to show 
that liquor was on board with the 


knowledge and consent of the 
master.

CONFIDES T0 FRIENDS 
HE WILL STEP ASIDE 


Negotiations With British Not 
Expected to End Smuggling 
of Liquor. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


‘Lincoln C. Andrews, in charge of 
prohibition, will tender his resigna- 
tion when he returns from his Eu- 
ropean trip and probably will ac- 
company this act with a statement 
setting forth his conviction that 
prohibition can never be enforced 
in the United States until public 
opinion is willing to support far 
more drastic enforcement laws than 
are now on the statute books. 


The determination of Gen. An- 
drews to step aside and relinquish 
his present duties has been confided 
by the general to several of his as 
sociates here. He would have re- 
signed before now excepting that 
arrangements had been entered into 
with the British government for the 
antismuggling conference in Lon- 
don, and the British understood 
that Gen. Andrews would make the 
trip. Both Secretary of State Kel- 
logg and Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon wanted Gen. Andrews to go. 
Therefore, the general agreed. to 
withhold formal announcement of 
his resignation until he returned 
from abroad and meanwhile to do 
what he could to make the anti- 
smuggling conference a success. 

But it develops now that Gen. An- 
drews does not expect the negotia- 
tions with Great Britain or with 
any other foreign powers to mate- 
Yially affect the illicit. liquor sup- 
plies which will continue to flood 
the United States. In fact, the prob- 
lem of high grade liquors smuggled 
in from foreign ships is not a seri- 
ous factor in the prohibition ques- 
tion. If this supply could by mir- 
acle be entirely shut off, the prohibi- 
tion question would remain prac- 
tically as far from settlement as it 
now is, according to Gen. Andrews 
himself. 

The fact that Gen. Andrews is 
known to attach minor importance 
to the smuggling problem has 
caused many inquiries as to why he 
is making his European confer- 
ences the last act of his official ca- 
reer as prohibition director. The 
explanation of this is that the Brit- 
ish extended the invitation and the 
United States government accepted 
it, and that international courtesy 
compelled the meeting of Gen. An- 
drews with the British officials.

' Andrews frankly stated that smug- 


gling of liquors from abroad had 
ceased to be an important consid- 
eration in enforcement. 

“The famous ‘rum row,'”’ Gen. 
Andrews said, when he appeared 
for the last time before the com- 
mittee, ‘‘was practically dissipated. 
From hundreds of vessels constant- 
ly engaged in the smuggling bus!- 
ness, first rapidly and since slowly 
by degrees, we are making that 
business so unprofitable that the 
big operators are withdrawing 
from it, and I feel justified in 
thinking that we are going to be as 
successful in stopping smuggling 
from the sea as the government 
may hope to be in any activity.”’ 

In his earlier testimony, Gen. 
Andrews was asked the following 
question by Julian Codman, coun- 
sel for the modificationists: 

“You stated that smuggling was 
not the principal source of liquor 
in this country. Would you state 
what you consider to be at present 
the principal source of liquor? 


Alcohol Diversion Backbone. 


“Yes, I consider today that the 
smuggling and the diversion of 
medicinal spirits are the principal 
sources of the flavoring,” replied 
Gen. Andrews, ‘‘and that the di- 
version of alcohol is the principal 
source or the backbone of bootleg 
liquor that is sold today.” 

At the same time, Gen. Andrews 
pointed out that moonshine liquors 
flow up to high-tide whenever there 
is a curtailing of the supplies from 
industrial alcohol. But he made 
it clear that the home market sup- 
plies the demand without being 
seriously affected one way or the 
other by imported liquors, except 
that curtailment of the imported 
stuff helps the home bootleg in- 
dustry whereas former abundance 
of imported liquors adversely af- 
fected the home industry in places 
on the seacoast. 

It is pointed out here that several 
developments have taken place since 
Gen. Andrews’ departure from Lon- 
don which tend to expedite the 
general’s resignation. 

Col. Ned Green, Andrews’ right- 
hand enforcement officer in Califor- 
nia and the man who originated the 
Coolidge executive order for em- 
ployment of State and municipal 
officers as Federal prohibition offi- 
cers, is now the target for sensa- 
tional charges which are being in- 
vestigated by Mrs. Mabel Wille- 
brandt, who is temporarily on the 
West coast. It is charged that this 
officer was heard to boast that he 
could drink more whisky than any 
other man in California, that he 
used seized liquors himself, that he 
‘ave parties to his friends at which 
seized liquors afforded the refresh- 
ments. Green states in his defense 
that the charges are trumped up by 
United States Attorney McNab, at 
San Francisco, because of reports 
that he, Green, is slated to succeed 
Gen. Andrews as prohibition direc- 
tor. 

From the standpoint of Gen. An- 
drews’ program of enforcement, 
the incident is unfortunate because 
Gen. Andrews explained at the pro- 
hibition hearings that he favored 
giving field officers full responsibil- 
ity and relied on their cooperation 
with district attorneys in their 
area. It is clear in this instance 
that there is not the desired coop- 
eration between Green and McNab. 

The new discoveries of graft in 
the coast guard service in connec- 
tion with liquor shipments are un- 
welcome developments so far as 
Gen. Andrews is concerned. Agita- 
tion in New York over the discovery 
that A. Bruce Bielaski was acting 
‘“‘super-spy”’ at a salary of more 


tensibly carrying on a law practice 
is still another recent complication. 

But aside from these, Gen, An- 
drews has confided to friends that 
the failure of the Goff bill, the ap- 
parent trend of public opinion 
against more drastic enforcement of 
Volsteadism and the impossibility 
of getting proper enforcement in 
‘ocalities where public opinion is not 
behind the law are compelling rea- 
gons for his withdrawal from his 
present task. Aside from this, the 
general does not personally like 
the work under present conditions 
and feels that he has sacrificed 
enough in the eyes of his host of 
friends in and out of the service, 
who admire Gen. Andrews in his 
personal capacity, but look askance 
at his official position. To quote 
the general’s own words, he wants 
to be free and part of the world 
again and not pass all his waking 
hours thinking about and wrestling 
with prohibition. 


ANTHONY SHILLING DIES. 


Former Police Officer, One on White 
House Force. 


Former Police Lieut. Anthony 
Shilling, 83 years old, died yester- 
day at his home, 1832 Sixth street 
northwest. Funeral arrangements 
have not yet been completed. Mr. 
Schilling was retired from. the 
police force six years ago, At that 
time he was attached to the Elev- 
enth precinct. He had been a 
member of the police department 
for more than 40 years. 

A native of Germany, Mr. Schil- 
ling came to this country when he 
was a small boy. When the civil 
war was declared he enlisted in the 
army and later fought in several 
Indian campaigns. Following his 
discharge from the army he enlist- 
ed as a policeman here and was at- 
tached to the First precinct. Dur- 
ing the Roosevelt administration 
he served as a member of the 
White House police force. Later 
he was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant and placed in command 
of the Eighth precinct.

Mexico City, July 23 (By A. P.). 
Government officials late today de- 
nied reports that all Federal troops 
had been ordered to be ready for 
instant action on August 1 when 
the new religious regulations will be 
in force. The officials added, how- 
ever, that they may issue such 
orders if they regard it necessary. 

President Calles today proclaimed 
regulations giving effect to the con- 
stitutional prohibition of religious 
teaching in private schools. The 
regulations are intended to sup- 
plement the religious laws which 
go into effect the end of this month, 
giving the government complete 
power to regulate the churches and 
schools. 

The rules issued today prescribe 
that no minister of any religious 
cult may act as the director of or 
teacher in a private school. The 
schools are forbidden to-have any 
chapels, oratories or other places 
for religious worship, or to have 
anywhere on their premises any pic- 
tures, staiues, images, stamps or ob- 
jects of a religious nature.

The Most Rev. Jose Mora Y Del 
Rio, archbishop of Mexico, person- 
ally officiated at the confirmatians 
for two hours until, almost drop- 
ping from exhaustion, his assistants 
insisted that he retire. 

Dispatches are published here 
saying that Archbishop Orozco Y 
Jiminez, of Guadalajara, has sent

The first woman governor to be 
elected in Texas has been the ob- 
ject of the most intense “oif-year’’ 
campaign in the State’s history. 

The Texas election bureau, an 
organization set up by Texas news- 
papers to gather returns, estimated 
that the Democratic vote would be 
about 650,000, or about 50 per cent 
of the State’s voting strength. 

Each of the three leading Demo- 
cratic candidates for the guberna- 
torial nomination predicted tri- 
umph, and two, Mrs. Ferguson, and 
Attorney General Dan Moody, de- 
clared they would have a majority 
over all opponents. If no candi- 
date has a majority a run-off pri- 


mary between the two highest will | 


be in August 
nominee.

On the Republican side, the chief 
interest centered in efforts of the 
minority party to hold a State-wide 
primary for the first time in the 
State's history. 

The Republican leaders were not 
claiming that they would voll a 
large vote—30,000 was the highest 
estimate of the Republican head- 
quarters—but they assert a Repub- 
lican primary will be held in 200 of 
the State’s 252 gounties. 

The Republicans have almost a 
full slate of State and congression- 
al candidates. 

The controversy between Repre- 
sentative Wurzbach, of Seguin, the 
only Texas Republican in Congress, 
and the “regular organization,’’ 
headed principally by R. B. Crea- 
ger, of Brownsville, national com- 
mitteeman, has given the Republi- 
can campaign its chief fireworks.

The final campaign day was fea- 
tured by a statement from Gov. Fer- 
guson, in which she mildly chided 
her own husband, former Gov. 
ames E. Ferguson, for engaging 
intemperate expres-

opponents for respecting her and 
the position which she holds, and 
predicted complete victory for her- 
self. 

Attorney General Moody, who has 
made attacks on ‘‘Fergusonism,”’ 
his chief campaign issue, predicted 
his own victory by 100,000 ma- 
jority. 

Lynch Davidson, Houston lum- 
berman, who has predicated his 
campaign chiefly on business in the 
State government, and has charged 
that his opposition was made up of 
a combination of oil and wet in- 
terests, predicted he would lead the 
field. He said Mrs. Ferguson was 
already defeated, and that the race 
was to determine whether he or 
Moody would be governor. 

Rain throughout Texas, which 
has caused bad roads in many sec- 
tions, was expected to reduce the 
vote, especially in the country dis- 
tricts, where Gov. Ferguson’s princi- 
pal strength is conceded to be. 

The question of the validation of 
$87,000,000 in Texas district road

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HOSTILITY TO AMERICA. 

There appears 
s0me quarters to create the impression and 
establish the belief-that an unusual hostility 
to America is growing up in the countries of 
Europe. According to reports, the cause lies 
in the tariff policy of the United States and 
various other efforts to stop the importation 
of European commodities, plus the determina- 
tion on the part of the United States govern- 
ment to collect the national debts due from 
Europe to the United States Treasury. 

This Cffort on the part of Europeans and 
their American sympathizers, should be taken 
With a grain of salt. It is nothing new, al- 
though perhaps somewhat more persistent now 
than ever. It is a part of the propaganda to 
influence public officials, legislative and ex- 
ecutive, to enact laws on international lines, 
rather than national lines. Ever since the 
close of the world war a determined effort has 
been made to break down the spirit of nation- 
alism and substitute internationalism. 

Back of the Versailles treaty and the 
enant of the league of nations was the spirit 
of internationalism, and an effort to destroy 
nationalism with all its duties and obligations 
and its inspiring background. The 
“economic barriers,’’ coined then, was a temp- 
tation to destroy nationalism by breaking 
down the protective tariff. 

European hatred of America is employed to 
frighten the timid and promote the doctrine of 
free trade, which means a low or competitive 
tariff. Its premise rests upon a false founda- 
tion, since Europe sells the United States more 
commodities than ever. Its reality is a matter 
of doubt save in the minds of politicians. Eu- 
rope does not hate America; on the contrary 
admires America and is rapidly copying Amer- 
ica’s method of industrial and economic ad- 
vancement. 

Several catch phrases have been coined by 
internationalists who would entice the United 
States into perilous political snares, such as 
“economic barriers,’ ‘‘we are a creditor nation 
and must permit Europe to pay wus in goods,” 
‘wecan not sl unless we buy’’—all calculated 
to inaugurate by stealth an economic program 
that failed in the open. 

‘““Huropean hatred for ‘America”’ is another 
catch phrase to divert the unwary from the 
one great need of American defense—political, 
economic and physical. 

Mr. Churchill’s attack on Secretary 
in the house of commons is of small conse- 
quence, since the English war debt to the 
United States has been adjusted and funded. 
The attack on America made by members of 
the British house of commons is only 
It has no bearing whatever upon the 
relations of the two countries. It will ‘not 
divert Ameriean public opinion from the need 
of a national policy for the United States re- 
gardless of politics.

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TWO GREAT CAREERS ENDED. 

Two soldiers of the civil war, one of whom 
served under the Stars and Stripes:and the 
other under the “‘bonny blue flag’’ of the Con- 
federacy, are today bivouacked with the vast 
army of their comrades who have answered 
the summons which all must heed.

After that service both rose to 
the foremost ranks in the profession of civil 
engineers and, strangely enough, it was in the 
city of New York’ they reached the peak of 
their fame. 

Col. Roebling, although born in Pennsyl- 
vania, was of German parentage and from his 
father, John Augustus Roebling, who built fhe 
suspension bridge across the Niagara river, he 
undoubtedly inherited the traits which were 
to make him famous. After graduating from 
the Troy Polytechnic institute he was asso- 
ciated with his father in the building of bridges 
of the type which the elder had thrown across 
the Niagara gorge, in Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burgh. In 1861 ‘he enlisted in the Union army 
and served four years. The death of his father 
threw upon the young man the entire respon- 
sibility for the completion of the Brooklyn 
bridge which the elder had been commissioned 
to construct. He devoted his time, day an@ 
night, to that great undertaking and even 
when thought to be_on his deathbed directed 
the work from a witdow in his home. The 
Brooklyn bridge will forever remain a monu- 
ment to the genius and neyer flagging energy 
of Washington A. Roebling,

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THE SEARCH FOR RUBBER. 

the Rubber Association of 
America have indicated the probability of a 
world shortage in 1928 and of a rate of con- 
sumption exceeding production by 1930. The 
United States imports three-fourths of the 
world’s rubber output. The need of American 
industry to develop fresh sources of supply has 
led to special studies by public and private 
agencies in tha Philippines, Hawali, Florida, 
Latin America and Africa, as well as Liberia. 
In 1923 Congress appropriated money to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of developing the 
rubber industry in the Philippftmes and Latin 
America. 

In connection with a suggestion that the 
Amazon region affords good prospects for rub- 
ber production, it is said that the first rubber 
trees planted in India, Ceylon and the Malay 
states came from Brazil seeds. This resulted 
in the great British’ rubber plantations in the 
British and Dutch colonies in the middle east. 
The output of ‘the Asiatic plantations passed 
that of the Amazon region in 1913, and in the 
next two years left them far behind. 

It is doubtful if American capital can be in- 
duced to launch into the Amazon fields, first 
because of the long-time credits needed and

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second because of the pending African projects.

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THE REAL MEANING. 

After all it appears that Gov. Smith had no 
ulterior political purpose in,mind when he or- 
dered the fish presented to him by President 
Coolidge, ostensibly for the governor's break- 
fast, stuffed and mounted.

Smith,’’ says the 
Times, ‘‘with a fine self-abnegation refuses to 
eat the pike sent to him by President Coolidge. 
With a nice sensibility, feeling that a fish

WASHINGTON A CONVENTION CITY. 

It becomes increasingly apparent that Wash- 
ington is being favored not only as a conven- 
tion city, but also as the administrative seat of 
world-wide movements and associations. The 
meeting here next October of the National Tu- 
berculosis association and the International 
Union Against Tuberculosis again emphasizes 
this fact. Nationally and _ internationally 
known authorities will be in attendance, and 
the knowledge of Washington gained during 
their stay and disseminated upon their return, 
throughout their spheres of influenoe,. will be 
of benefit to the city. 

An even great@r source of satisfaction, how- 
ever, should be the announcement by the 
American Historical association that pro- 
visional headquarters of a recently organized 
world-wide association of scholars, formed to 
advance the aims of history, will be located in 
Washington. Learned societies of nineteen 
nations, including Germany, Russia and Aus- 
trig, as well as the principal allied countries, 
are backing the association, one of the func- 
tions of which will be the reestablishment of 
contacts severed in 1914 by the world war. A 
permanent international committee has been 
formed, and arrangements made for an inter- 
national congress of historians in Sweden in 
1928. :

Borah’'s Idea of Nullification. 


To the Editor of The Post-——Sir: 
It appears from Associated Press 
reports that Mr. Borah believes it 
would be nullification to increase 
the legal alcoholic content of bever- 
ages above the sacred ratio of half 
of 1 per cent. With humility 
I venture to call the attention of’ 
the distinguished senator to the 
fact that the Supreme Court has 
determined for us exactly what the 
eighteenth amendment means by 
the word intoxicating, and the legal! 
method to pursue if we wish to 
change the percentage. The honor- 
able court says, in the famous 
decision sustaining the half of 1 
per cent limit, that the term in- 
toxicating in the amendment is not 
a physiological one, but rather 
political, and Congress has power 
to say what it means in terms of 
alcoholic precentage. Inasmuch as 
the precentage sustained by the 
court has .no relation to actual in- 
toxication in a physiological sense, 
it is too late now to object if a 
subsequent Congress, exercising the 
power expressly assigned to it by 
the court, should fix a percentage 
as absurdly incongruous with phys- 
iology on the other side.

Splendidly organized,

eial backing, the farm organizations 
ere but beginning their drive 
against Congress. Their effort is 
fSaining strength in the defeats that 
have been administered them within 
the last three years. Their mem-

Merger of 3 Carriers in South- 
west With Delaware and 
Hudson Planned. 


IS INDICATED SECOND 
PROJECT CONSIDERED 


Conference With |I.C.C. Mem- 
bers Brings Announcement 
of Proposed System. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The possibility of a new trans- 
continental railroad was seen here 
in the announcement yesterday of 
completion of plans for a merger 
of three railroads in the Southwest. 

While it had been known for 
some time that L. F. Loree, presi- 
dent of the Delaware & Hudson, 
and chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the Kansas City Southern, 
planned to merge the latter road 
with the St. Louis Southwestern 
and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
announcement that terms had been 
drawn up for early submission to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion aroused considerable interest 
in commission circles. 

Mr. Loree recently conferred 
here with several commission mem- 
bers and it was indicated at that 
time that he had another project 
under consideration. Since then 
the Delaware & Hudson has ap- 
plied for authority to acquire the 
Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh, 
and Mr. Loree also has pending a 
proposal to build a 284-mile line 
across Pennsylvania with a view 
to shortening the route between 
New York and Chicago. This plan 
is backed by the Harriman estate. 


Cross-Country System Likely. 


Regarding the filing of the South- 
western merger proposal there was 
some hint that Mr. Loree might be 
planning this in connection with his 
various other construction and uni- 
fication plans with the ultimate pur- 
pose of forming a cross-country sSys- 
tem, probably using the Wabash 
and other smaller roads as connect- 
ing links. 

The proposed Southwestern 
grouping coincides in some respects 
with the commission’s tentative 
consolidation plan, and it undoubt- 


‘edly will be given far-reaching study 


commission in its effort to 
work out, under congressional 
order, a, transportation network 
comprising a limited number of 
railroad systems. 

While the St. Louis Southwestern 
is linked with the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas in the commission’s Frisco- 
Katy cotton belt system, the Kansas 
City Southern is included in the 
suggested Chicago-Missouri Pacific 
group with the Missouri Pacific and 
several other roads. 

The variation in the two plans, 
however, would not preclude com- 
mission approval if it found the 
Loree project met its requirements 
on financing, which it laid down in 
disapproving the Nickel Plate 
merger.

Financing Arouses Curiosity. 


Just how Mr. Loree plans to pro- 
ceed with respect to financing is 
not definitely known, although con- 
siderable speculation was indulged 
in here as to the terms, some pre- 
dicting it would be a stock ex- 
change proposition. 

While Congress has directed the 
commission to set up a limited 
number of railroad systems by con- 
solidating Class I roads with weak- 
- lines, the commission has sought 
to be relieved of this responsibility, 
preferring to: act as a sort of su- 
pervisor by passing upon projects 
proposed by the railroads them- 
selves. 

It has laid down its tentative 
consolidation plans, however, and 
while none of its suggested systems 
have thus far been completed, re- 
cent railroad mergers have tended 
to fall in line with the commis- 
sion’s proposals. 


Semi-Blind, Crippled

A 16-year-old boy, believed to be 
Sanford Campbell, of North Wilkes- 
boro, N. C., was killed yesterday 
when he stepped from the curb into 
the side of a moving automobile.

Although afflicted with a crip- 
pled right leg and being partially 
blind, young Campbell had been a 
rover most of his life, tramping 
from place to place, according to a 
letter from G. E. Lineberry, super- 
intenden of the North Carolina 
State School for the Deaf and Blind.
